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SPANISH LAND 
ARMY CLOSE TO 
MOORS’ CAPITAL 


Big Bombardment 
Covers Advance. 


| (Picture on back page.) 

MADRID, Sept. 8.—(4)—The long 
heralded Spanish landing in Alhucemas 
bay, on the north Moroccan coast, was 
effected at noon today. Gen. Saro, com- 
manding the operation, and his troops 
disembarked at  Cedadilla, Morro 
Nuevo, the headland of high white and 
yellow cliffs, marking the western 
lim& of Alhucemas bay. 

Another Spanish force under Gen. 
Fernandez Perez at the same _ time 
made a feint at landing at Betoya bay, 
between Cape Tres Forcas and Cape 
Quilates, for the purpose of drawing 
the enemy from Alhucemas. Whether 
because of this feint or not, the 
Spaniards at Alhucemas met with little 
resistance when they gained a footing 
at the gateway to Abd-el-Krim’s terri- 
tory and the rebels’ ofly remaining out- 
let to- the Mediterranean. Spanish 
troops are now within five miles of 
Abd-el-Krim’s capital. 


Bombardment Covers Landing. 

French and Spanish warships and 
aircraft coveted the Alhucemas coast 
with a bombardment preliminary to 
the landing.* Gen. Primo de Rivera, 
the Spanish commander. in chief, 
directed the operation from on board 
the battleship Alfonso .XIII. Beyond 
the official communique announcing 
the landing no details of the operation 
were available here tonight. 

There was joy in Spain over the re- 
pert of a successful fanding. The mili- 
tary directorate met in special session 
to make official announcement of a 
Spanish victory and to send a message 
to Gen, Primo de Rivera and his;men 
conveying the thanks of the nation. 


De Rivera’s Message to King. 

Gen. Primo De Rivera’s message to 
the king concerning the landing was 
as follows: : 

“At midday was disembarked in Ce- 
dadilla bay, at the western extremity 
of Alhucemas bay. At 12:30 o'clock 
after a short preliminary bombard- 
ment and without encountering seri- 
ous resistance, we established our posi- 
tion. Gen. Saro commanded the land- 
ing forces.”’ 

An official communique says that 
the landing forces suffered about fifty 
casualties, more than half of these 
being native troops. The statement 
says the Spanish captured two cannon, 
seven machine guns, other war ma- 
terial and some prisoners. 

Moors Active on French Front. 

FEZ, French Morocco, Sept. 8.—(/) 
—Abd-el Krim continues to make 
demonstrations and minor offensives at 
various points along the front with 
the object of hampering the expect- 
ed Franco-Spanish major offensive. 

His troops have beén particularly 
active in the region east of Ovezzan, 
the purpose being apparently to pre- 
vent a flanking maneuver starting 
from Ouezzan or the middle Ouergha. 
The Riffian chieftain also appears to 
attach great importance to the strong 
position of Djebel en Nehir, at the 
eastern end of the line, and is con- 
centrating strong forces thére and ex- 
erting constant pressure.

Oliver Henry Wallop, rancher in 
Wyoming for the last thirty-five years 
and husband of,a former Chicago so- 
ciety girl, yesterday became heir to 
the title of earl of Portsmouth, which 
carries with it one of the greatest es- 
tates in England. 

His brother John, who died yester- 
day, was never married, He was the 
seventh earl and inherited his title 
from an elder brother. 

When the new earl, on his ranch on 
the Big Horn, near Sheridan, Wyo., 
was informed of his brother’s death, he 
stated that he would accept the title. 
He denied reports, sent out in press 
dispatches in 1906, to the effect that he 
had appeared in the District court at 
Sheridan and made known his decision 
to renounce English allegiance and be- 
come an American citizen. 

Figured in Shoshone Deal. 

At the time it was stated that Wallop 
switched his nationality because he 
desired to obtain a contract for furnish- 
ing all the lumber for the Shoshone 
dam at Cody, which as an alien he 
‘could not have. . 

Oliver Wallop has two sons, Gerard 
Vernon Wallop and John Walker Wal- 
lop. The press reports of the day 
stated that when the father announced 
his intention of becoming on American 
citizen, he gave up tHe succession to 
the earldom in favor.of his son John 
Walker Wallop, (Lord Livingston.) 

The heir to the title came to America 
in 1890. After working for a time as 
a cowboy, he purchased a ranch on 
Little Goose creek, later acquiring 
3,00@ acres of land on the Big Horn. In 
1897 hé’wa® married to Miss Marguer- 
ite Walker, a sister of the late Dr.

We must apply a remedy to the 
conditions existing in our whole na- 
tional defense system, and in our aero- 
nautios in particular,” the statement 
says. “ Preliminary steps should be 
taken at once and .n December decis- 
ive action by congress to put these 
qneasures into law. 

“We should consolidate our whole 
mational defense under one head and 
hold one man responsible for the whole 
thing. Under him should be three 
subsecretaries, one for the army, one 
oe navy, and ohe for aeronau- 


“ Policies pertaining to our national 
defense should be.erecommended by the 
secretary of national defense to the 
President upon the advice of the three 
subsecretaries. Having three subsec- 
retaries would insure there being no 
deadlock, as often occurs at the pres- 
ent time between the army and navy. 

Would Conscript Capital. 

“In time of war or threatened emer- 
gency capital should be conscripted as 
well as labor. All raw materials for 
the construction of national defense 
equipment should be obtained and dis- 
tributed under one head. 

“ According to this system the army 
organization would remain much the 
Same as it is at present, except that 
it would be modernized. The naval 
organization would also have little 
change. Any air service that these 
two departments needed would be per- 
manently assigned to them. 

“The secretary of the air, however, 
should be entrusted with the whole 
aeronautical development of the gov- 
ernment, which is even more important 
in time of peace than it is in time of 
war, because we can employ aviation 
in useful pursuits during peace.

This 
makes a surplus of $375,000,000 prob- 
able July 1, 1926, under the existing 
system.

15 per cent. He summed up the folly 
of the high surtax theory substantially 
as follows: ‘‘No man who is required 
to pay 66 per cent of his income to 
the government is going to work very 
hard to incrense his jncome.” 

He is convinced that a 16 per cent 
surtax will yield more money to the 
government than the present rate of 
40 per cent, Reductions already made 
and the moderation of the tax on cap- 
ital gains have proved that lower 
rates mean more revenue from the 
big incomes.

$6,000 should be lowered to 1 per cent. 
The maximium normal rate, he thinks, 
should not exceed 5 or 6 per cent. Mr. 
Madden opposes the total exemption of 
the smaller incomes, calling it suicidal 
and destructive of public interest in 
efficient government.

_@ peace without victory or, more likely, a victory 
without peace. But amid the thunder and the 
‘shouting we think a naive denizen of New York

earth. 

We made this inquiry the other day, and we 
return ta it because it seems to us worthy of con-

We do not allege that 
Editor Hearst and Gov. Smith are without logical 
relation to the choice between Mayor Hylan and 
Senator Walker.

prejudices and passions which do not assist a 
decision on whether Mayor Hylan or Senator

has made public charges so serious and s0 ex- 
treme that the good of the services and their 
credit in public opinion call for an immediate 
showdown.

Who were the first flyers to fly across the At- 
lantic? Our flyers, navy men in navy machines. 

What is the longest single flight over water? 
The flight of the PN 9-No. 1, when last reported 
300 miles short of its objective. Unhappily that 
flight seems to have fallen short of its objective, 
for reasons we may never know. But so far as 
the achievement, is known it was a record breaker. 
American flyers hold many world records. 

If aeronautics in the hands of the navy and the 
army are in the condition of backwardness, confu- 
sion, and inefficiency charged by Col Mitchell, 
these accomplishments are miracles. We are not 
experts in aeronautics, but the records of the United 
States navy and army in the air do not fit Col. 
Mitchell’s jeremiad and call upon him for consider- 
able explanation.

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ATHLETES NEED SUGAR. 


N order to successfully compete in a 
marathon race, or in any other pro- 
longed, gruelling athletic contest, 
one must eat considerable quantities 

of starchy foods during training and 
take some candy and very sweet tea dur- 
ing the contest. This, in addition to 
having the muscular development, the 
right kind of a frame, the brain to suc- 
ceed, and the required wind and stamina. 

In 1924, Dr. Gordon and his associates 
undertook to find what a marathon did 
to the contestants therein. They were 
rather surprised, I think, to find that 
it did not dilate nor hypertrophy the 
heart, either during the race or after- 
wards, X-ray pictures showed that 
training did increase the size of the 
lungs. Examination of the blood for 
Sugar gave some surprising results. 

oe 

It was found that some men in train- 
ing for the race had very little sugar 
in their blood. During the race, those 
low sugar men gave out early. When a 
man gave out, regardless of the group 
in which he belonged, it was found that 
his blood sugar was low. Some men who 
were about to fail were given sugar 
whereupon they took a new lease on 
life. 

These results caused Dr. Gordon and 
his associates to study the men in train- 
ing for the 1925 marathon closely for 
blood sugar. They took some of the 
men who had low blood sugar and fin- 
ished poorly in the race last year, and 
gave them carbohydrate foods freely dur- 
ing the training. They gavé them a 
big allowance of sugar a day before 
the race. When they were giving down 
during the race they were given candy 
and sugared tea. They finished in bet- 
ter positions than they did last year and 
they were in good. physical condition 
when they finished.

Examination of the blood showed that 
the first result of a contest was an in- 
crease of blood sugar. The old theory 
was that a combat caused the blood to 
be flooded with adrenalin. Maybe that 
is true. We do not know. But Gordon 
and his associates have proven that 
whatever else may happen the blood 
sugar is increased. Then the proportion 
drops to ncrmal and there remains for 
several miles of the race. At about the

The runners who became hungry, ©*- 
hausted, out of breath, who had drawn 
features, and who appeared on the verge 
of collapse, used up nearly all their blood 
sugar’ The treatment of impending 
breakdown was a few pieces of candy 
and some very sweet tea, After taking 
that restorative the men lost their hun- 
ger, brightened up and ran with pep and 
mettle. One man who has trained on 
a very low starch and sugar diet fell 
out early. Examination showed that his 
blood sugar Was very low. 

Here are some of the comments of 
contestants: “ Every time I ate a piece 
of candy I felt fresh”; “I couldn't have 
done without the candy on a bet”; ee 
I hadn't eaten the candy I couldn't have 
finished.”

FOOT ECZEMA. 

E. Cc. A. writes: I thought you could 
enlighten. me on the question of treat- 
ing foot eczema. I have had this for 
about six months. I saw a specialist 
who prescribed keeping it perfectly dry 
and dusting it with powdered zinc stear- 
ate. This treatment improved the con- 
dition, but has failed to entirely cure it. 
It seems to be ata standstill—getting no 
better and no worse. Itching is at times 
nearly unendurable, followed by small 
water blisters which break out and l 
believe tend to keep the foot infected. 

1. Is there a better treatment than I 
am now using? 

® Was told by a specialist never to 
wash the infected parts in water, but to 
use olive oil. Is this advisable? 

REPLY. 

1. Zine stearate is a very good dusting 
powder, but you need something that is more 
reaching. Wash your feet well with soap and 
water. Dry. Paint the affected areas with a 
mixture of one-half, ounce salicylic aeid and 
4 ounces of grain alcohol. Do this daily for 
several days. After that use a simple cold 
cream or a dusting powder daily. 

2. Yes. If an eczema is oozing, it ts. bet- 
ter to clean the oozing areas with creams or 
with oil.

ager,” which corresponds to athletic 
director in the Western conference, is 
now appearing in some newspapers 
throughout the country. In this series 
it is stated some graduate managers 
receive as high as $18,000 a year, 
that athletes are hired to compete on 
the teams, tutors engaged to keer 
the athletes above the required grade 
in their classroom work, and that in 
some cases the performers are on the 
pay rolls of the various institutions. 


Western Conference: Clean. 


Illegitimate recruiting on the part 
of the coaching departments, students, 
alumni, and townspeople are also men- 
tioned in the condemnation of college 
sports, football especially. While con- 
ditions of this kind existed at some 
universities and colleges in years 
gone by, and exist at a few at the 
present time, such a practice does not 
prevail in the Western conference, of 
which Maj. John L. Griffith is the 

athletic commissioner. 

The Western conference, or Big Ten, 
lg as pure an organization as there is 
in the country. Since its beginning 
efforts have been made to do away 
with every phase of professionalism, 
iegitimate recruiting, and the many 
other evils which were in existence 
prior to 1905, when the reform wave 
struck the college world and nearly 
wiped football off the athletic calen- 
dar. 

In fact, the Western conference has 
enjoyed such a successful life that the 
Misouri Valley conference and Pacific 
Coast conference have been modeled 
after it. The many state and inter- 
state conferences have practically the 
same rules as the Big. Ten, which is 
having a tremendous influence on the 
intercollegiate world in general.
